Egypt of the far away Hyksos, of 
Moses, of* Saladin, of Harun-al-Rachid, 
has now by formal decree passed un- 
der the. protectorate’ of Great . Britain. 
Ever since 1882 England has had para- 
mount influence in Egypt, although 
Turkey claimed suzerainty and the 
Khedive was allowed to conduct af- 
fairs of state with ‘génuine Oriental 
display. The only country that-might 
have objected to England's annexation 
is France but under the circumstances 
France is all too. willing to accede to 
the British claini, 

Probably “of all thé countries in- 
volved in the war Hgypt had most to 

gain by remaining absolutely neutral. 
And ceetalaly Hgypt had eve 

to be loyal to. England. After. many 
‘stormy decades the English brought 
peace to, Egypt from the, delta of the 
Nilé up to the further frontiers of the 
Sahara. Millions of dollars, were 
spent in irrigation works, and the de- 
sert became feriile.. Instead of re- 
yenging Gordon's death in Khartoum 
a magnificent college wag built. for 
the benefit-of the natives, Lord Cro- 
niet reorganized the. finances, saved 
the ow from~ bankruptcy. and 
made it ent.

Nearly half . of those people who 
have been able to remiain ih Be!gium 
are wandering helplessly from town 
to town, seeking shelter with friends 
and relatives. ,Malines, which form- 
erly. had 60,000 imhabitancs, has but 
few undamaged houses standing. A 
similar situation exists at Namur 
and Louvain.

‘Russia Has A 


Powerful Navy 


Thoroughly Mocernized and, Greatly 
Strengthened Sincé War With 
; Japan 

From the days when Peter the 
Great, in a ship which his own hands 
had helped to construct,,led: his fleet 
to attack ths Turks, Russia has had a 
naval tradition, It was Peter, too, 
who wrested Sweden's Baltic province 
from her, and built almost on the 
sliore of the Gulf of Finland, hts new 
himself, and 
which, after having borne for a num- 
ber of years the name of another and 
even more notable Peter, has;just had 
its original - Russian name. aagin’ be- 
stowed on it.” By Le i his capital 
from Moscow to Petrograd, Peter not 
only. helped to bring: his people more 
into contact with the-yest oi Europe, 
but himself became transformed from 
the sémi-oriental Czar of Muscovy into 

“smperor of All the Russias, whose 
influence and. interests. needed for 
their maintenance an efficient degree 
of sea power. That tradition ahich 
Peter left has always retained its pot- 
ency, and despite neglect and malad- 
ministration, which . at times over- 
shadowed it, the Russian navy is today 
far more powerful than is generally 
known, ‘The lesson of the,war with 
Japan has been taken to heart; and: 
the result-has been the creation of a 
‘wodern and efficiént fleet, strcnger in 
every way than before that disastrous 
campaign. Russia, too, has beer in the 
forefront of construction, and some re- 
markable ships have at various times 
been put to her credit. ; 

Of the four fleets poseessed by Rus-. 
sia at the outbreak of war with Japan, 
two survived istact, but only one can 
be taken into account in connection 
with later developments. The four 
fleets are, respectively, the Baltic, the 
Black Sea, Pacific and Caspian, and 
two of them, the Baltic and Pacific, 
were practically. annihiliated. That the 
others escaped was primarily due to 
the fact that the major portion of: the 
Black. Sea fleet was not perniitted to 
pass the Dardanelles, and thé Caspian 
fleet, of minor importance, is, ‘of 
course, confined to her. own waters, 
from which there is no outlet. 

»> In reviewing the Russian navy as it 
exists today, it is advisable to start 
with the Baltic fleet, as Russia's prin- 
ciple naval ‘operations ‘will doubt- 
less’ take place. in taht sea, The 
great majority of the ships are mod- 
ern; of those that survived the Rus- 
so-Japanese war only two are in the 
first class. These are the “Tzsarevitch” 
of 12,900 tons, and the “Slava” of .13,- 
500 ‘tons. The first named ship car- 
ries four 12 inch, twelve 6 inch, °%- 
inch guns, and has two torpedo tubes. 
Fier, abeed is-28 knots. She was built 
in nce In 1899, but the “Slava” was 
laid down in the Neva shipyards three 
years later. The armament is similar, 
with the exeeption of twenty 3 pound- 
ers, replacing the 1.8 inch and 1.4 inch 
guns of the.“Tszarevitch,” and the 
“Slava” is better protected. The speed 
is the same.
